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Relief as 
shop staff 
unhurt in 
gun raid 

A JEWELLER has spoke of 
his relief that staff were not 
hurt after armed robbers 
raided his Dudley shop. Staff 
were threatened with a shot¬ 
gun. 

Two raiders struck at 
John Hollins Jewellers, in 
Wolverhampton Street, and 
threatened them before 
making off with gold jew¬ 
ellery worth £10,000. 

The raid, on Monday, 
comes just days after owner 
John Griffiths celebrated 50 
years at the shop. 

No shots were fired and 
no-one was injured. 

Two female staff were in 
the shop at the time and Mr 
Griffiths said they were 
recovering from “a terrify¬ 
ing experience”. 

Among the items taken 
were curbed and belcher- 
style chains along with a 
gold pocket watch and 
bracelets. Hand-made gold 
items commissioned espe¬ 
cially by the store were also 
taken in the raid. 

Part of Wolverhampton 
Street was sealed off by 
police as an investigation 
was launched and forensic 
teams moved in. 

Mr Griffiths said: “There 
were two members of staff in 
the store at the time. 

“This was a terrifying 
experience for them. I am 
sure every time someone 
opens the door or they hear a 
bang outside it will cause 
them to be on edge for a long 
while to come.” 

Death race 
drivers jailed 

TWO drivers who caused a 
fatal crash by racing their 
cars through Dudley at up to 
120mph have been jailed. 

Passengers Danny Eales, 
aged 24, and Tim Morris, 22, 
died after the Honda Civic 
they were in was crashed by 
Michael Allen. Allen, of Sum¬ 
mer Lane, Lower Gornal, 
was jailed for nine and half 
years and banned for 12 
years, while Simon Skid¬ 
more, 25, of Westcroft 
Avenue, Wolverhampton, 
got seven years and a 10-year 
ban. Both pleaded guilty to 
death by dangerous driving. 


VIOLENT KILLER 
IS JAILED FOR IIFE

A JEALOUS, violent killer has been jailed for life for the 
brutal murder of his ex-girlfriend. David Palmer was told 
he must serve a minimum of 23 years and will not be eli¬ 
gible for parole until 2035. 


The jury took just 80 minutes to find him guilty of the murder of Kerry Smith. The 
father-of-two from Rowley Regis admitted manslaughter but denied murder on the 
grounds of diminished responsibility. Motivated by jealousy over their child, Palmer, aged 

40, waited for 29-year-old Miss Smith at a 
bus stop in Blackheath High Street at 
around 11.30am on July 31 last year - a bus 
stop he knew she used to travel to her 
mother’s house. 

He followed her into a shop and con¬ 
fronted her as she desperately tried to get 
away from him. When she refused to listen 
to his pleas to see their daughter, he 
plunged a kitchen knife into her three 
times near the Malt Shovel pub. 

As Miss Smith, of Hanover Road, Rowley 
Regis, lay bleeding, he ran off, punching an 
innocent bystander as he fled. Miss Smith 
later died in Russells Hall Hospital. 

The court had heard Palmer had a previ¬ 
ous conviction for assaulting Miss Smith, 
and had been arrested for harassment. 

During the trial the court heard Palmer 
had terrorised Miss Smith to such an extent 
she thought one day he would kill her.

£100,000 to 
boost town 


EMPTY shops in Dudley could be revitalised 
as training centres for trades such as hair¬ 
dressing after the town landed a £100,000 
grant, while neighbouring Wyre Forest has 
got an equal amount. 

Dudley has been given the six-figure sum 
to help revive the high street by TV retail 
guru Mary Portas. 

Wyre Forest has also won a slice of the £10 
million High Street Innovation Fund, The 
money has been made available to the vari¬ 
ous councils in order to help bring empty 
shops back into use. 

Six other Midland towns, cities and dis¬ 
tricts have also been given cash from the 
fund.Meanwhile Dudley, Wolverhampton, 
West Bromwich, Bearwood and Walsall are 
also vying to become one of 12 areas chosen 
by Mary Queen of Shops star, Miss Portas, 
for additional help. 

Dudley has the largest number of empty 
shops in the country for a medium sized 
town. 


When sentencing Palmer, Judge John 
Warner said: “I am quite sure your inten¬ 
tion that day was to kill her. As for the 
knife, you said you had it with you for self 
protection, I don’t accept that.” 

West Midlands Police Det Insp Simon 
Astle described Palmer as a “jealous, con¬ 
trolling and violent man”. 

“He intended to kill her and in doing so 
finally exerted the ultimate control over 
her,” he said. 

The family of Kerry Smith have paid trib¬ 
ute to a kind, loving and trusting woman. 

Her sister Sue Beckett spoke out after 
her sister’s murderer, David Palmer was 
jailed for 23 years. 

Speaking on behalf of her family Mrs 
Beckett said Miss Smith, aged 29 was a 
devoted mum to her now two year old 
daughter Sammi. 

Mrs Beckett added: “Losing Kerry has 
destroyed our lives, we have a missing link 
in our family now, that will never be 
replaced.

Police said thieves had 
either drilled through tanks 
or forced fuel caps to drain 
off the petrol. The crime- 
wave comes as fuel is at a 
record high, with a litre of 
petrol at an average of 
£1.38.5p and diesel at 
£1.45.5p. 

Resident Catherine New¬ 
bury said she believed there 
were other incidents which 
may not have been reported. 

The 44-year-old, of 
Prospect Road, parks her 
Renault Modus in Temple 
Street and was devastated 
when she discovered the 
damage to her car last Fri¬ 
day. 

“Someone told me they 
had seen my car leaking 
petrol and at first I thought it 
had been caused by simple 
wear and tear,” she said. 

“However, when I looked 
closer it was clear someone 
had got underneath and 
actually drilled through the 
tank to siphon off the fuel. 

“I am unemployed at the 
moment and it will cost me 
around £500 to get the car 
repaired, which I just cannot 
afford. 

“I use the car to get around 
looking for work and now I 
am really going to struggle.”

A NEW Midland Metro route will 
form part of the multi-million- 
pound revamp of Dudley to link new 
supermarkets and tourist attrac¬ 
tions, a transport boss vowed. 

A line through the town as part of 
a £289m project is being included in 
the blueprint for work on Castle 
Hill. 

It is hoped trams will stop outside 
a £20m supermarket in The 
Minories and run down Castle Hill, 


past the new entrance for the Black 
Country Living Museum and Dud¬ 
ley Zoo. 

The line would run between 
Wednesbury and Dudley Port, with 
around 15 stops. 

Transport bosses are applying for 
Government funding and say the 
approved extension of the line 
between Birmingham New Street 
and Snow Hill was a positive step 
forward. Centro chairman and Dud¬ 


ley Councillor Angus Adams said: 
“We have included the Metro in the 
plans because we intend this to be a 
vital part of the regeneration of the 
town and the region. 

“At the moment just one Metro 
line is not enough - we need a net¬ 
work to meet demand. 

“We just need to wait and see if 
funding will become available but 
the reaction to the Birmingham line 
extension has been good and shows 


progress is being made.” Concerns 
had been raised that the Metro 
route would be abandoned after 
plans were unveiled for hybrid tram- 
trains, capable of travelling along 
both light and heavy rail tracks, to 
take passengers along a defuncted 
freight train route between Stour¬ 
bridge and Walsall, with stops in 
Brierley Hill and Dudley. 

But Councillor Adams said the 
two developments were “separate”.

370 are 
waiting 
for new 
organs 

AROUND 370 patients in 
the West Midlands are des¬ 
perately waiting for life-sav¬ 
ing organs, according to new 
figures. 

Although there are cur¬ 
rently 829,082 people in the 
region on the donor register, 
NHS Blood and Transplant 
says more are needed to 
meet the shortage. 

Latest figures from the 
health organisation show , 
as up to the end of March, 
there were 370 patients on 
the waiting list. 

The number includes 117 
who have been temporarily 
removed because they are 
too ill or unable to receive a 
transplant. 

Of those on the list, 333 
need a kidney transplant, 
five are waiting for a lung 
transplant and four are 
waiting for a new heart. 
Patients are also waiting for 
liver and pancreas trans¬ 
plants. 

The figures cover post¬ 
codes in the West Midlands 
Strategic Health Authority 
area including Dudley, Wal¬ 
sall, Wolverhampton, 

Sandwell, Birmingham, 
Wyre Forest and Stafford.

Dramatic fall in borough crimes, says survey 


A DRAMATIC cut in crime saw almost 
3,000 fewer victims in the Dudley 
borough, compared to the previous year. 
Across the West Midlands region crime 
levels are lower than at any time since 
2002, say police. 

In Dudley since last April, a total of 
15,272 crimes have been reported, com¬ 
pared to 18,157 the year before. 

The figures includes 429 fewer victims 
of vehicle crime and 416 fewer house 
raids. 

The number of victims of the most 
serious violence dropped by 24 and 748 


fewer businesses were hit by crime. 
Dudley’s Chief Superintendent Keith 
Baldwin said the force-wide reductions 
happened in spite of more than 1,700 staff 
leaving the organisation through £126 
million cutbacks over four years. 

Summer 

And he pointed out the lower crime 
figures was set against the backdrop of 
last summer’s riots, which brought some 
of the worst disorder the region has ever 
seen. 

“At the same time levels of satisfaction 


with feedback and action taken are 
showing some of the highest figures ever 
recorded since our in-depth surveys were 
launched,” he added. 

“All of this has been achieved at a time 
when we have made significant savings. 
Many of our functions have been 
reviewed which has led to some reduc¬ 
tions in workforce and involved changes 
to the frequency of what we do, how we do 
it or whether we do it at all without 
impacting on service. 

“The last year has been extremely pos¬ 
itive in terms of our performance and I 


am proud that we are making a difference 
where it really matters to our communi¬ 
ties. Performance from September to 
January was particularly impressive, 
with some of the lowest recorded levels of 
robbery for a decade. 

Crackdown 

“These big reductions in crime across 
the board are good news.” 

The force’s crackdown on robbery, 
driven by Operation Serve and Protect, 
resulted in over 1,600 fewer victims com¬ 
pared to this time last year.

Hundreds line 
the streets for 
Luke's funeral 

HUNDREDS of mourners lined the streets of Hagley to pay 
their last respects to 15-year-old rugby player Luke 
Chapman. The teenager, a pupil at the village’s Haybridge 
High School, died after collapsing during a match in Kidder¬ 
minster. 

The village near Stourbridge came to a standstill as the 
funeral cortege made its way through the streets to St John 
the Baptist Church. 

Pupils from Luke’s school applauded as the procession 
went past while traders and shoppers also came out onto the 
street to pay their respects on Friday. 

People began to walk behind the cortege as it travelled 
along Worcester Road to the church. 

The funeral service was led by The Rev Richard Newton 
and included the hymn The Lord’s My Shepherd and a poem 
written by some of Luke’s friends. 

Carole King’s You’ve Got A Friend and I’ll Be Missing You 
by Puff Daddy and Faith Evans, were played at the begin¬ 
ning and end of the service as they were both songs Luke 
enjoyed listening to. 

Rev Newton said: “We honour Luke’s memory by doing 
our best to allow it to live on - and we don’t do that by stand¬ 
ing still. 

“So this service is an occasion for us to lament and mourn, 
but it’s also a celebration of Luke’s life.” 

Luke’s headteacher and friends have expressed their 
shock and sadness at his sudden death on March 20. 


A 92-YEAR-OLD man seriously injured in a 
collision at a Black Country accident 
blackspot was among the first people to use 
a new pedestrian crossing there. 

People near the Hagley Road dual carriageway, at Hayley 
Green, Halesowen - where four pedestrians have died in 
accidents along with numerous other incidents - had cam¬ 
paigned for action for many years. 

It was known as the second most dangerous stretch of 
road in the UK. 

The new puffin crossing - similar to a pelican but with 
detectors that change the lights as soon as someone has 
reached the other side of the road - was used by 92-year-old 
Denis Greaves, who has spent the last 17 months recover¬ 
ing from multiple injuries received when hit by a car, in 
which he was hurled about 
50ft. 

He suffered a cut head, 
multiple fractures of his 
right leg, severe trauma to 
his right hip and leg, grazes 
and bruises. 

The retired British 
Leyland factory worker, who 
was crossing on his daily 
walk to collect newspapers 
for himself and neighbours 
when the accident hap¬ 
pened, said: “We always 
called this stretch of road 
between Halesowen and the 
Badgers Sett at Hagley the 
‘mad mile’ because people 
used to race along it. 

Frightens 

“It still frightens me. But 
I appreciate what’s been 
done to get the crossing and 
it will be safer for children 
and older people to cross.” 

Dudley Council has inst¬ 
alled the £85,000, after a 
consultation with residents 
and the lights were switched 
on for the first time on last 
week. 

The road was labelled the 
second most dangerous in 
Britain when it featured in 
an ITV documentary in 
2004. 

Councillor Ken Turner, 
said: “The opening of the 
crossing is a day of elation 
for us.”

STOURBRIDGE’S Bell Street car park came 
came down with a bang as it was reduced to 
rubble to herald a milestone in a multi-million 
pound regeneration project. 

The skyline of the town was changed as the building was 
demolished within seconds using explosives. Contractors 
have begun the task of clearing the site of around 9,000 tons 
of rubble following Sunday’s 
demolition, which saw part 
of the town centre closed off 
for safety reasons. 

The car park and neigh¬ 
bouring Crown Centre are 
being demolished to make 
way for a new £50 million 
shopping centre and Tesco 
store. More than 120 people 
had to be evacuated from 
nearby homes including 
Baylie Court. Many were at 
St Thomas’ Church Hall, 
Market Street, where food 
and hot drinks had been laid 
on by construction firm 
Bowmer and Kirkland. 

Experts used about 30kg 
of high-speed explosives to 
level the car park. Workers 
laid around 6,336ft of cables 
around the five-level multi¬ 
storey to connect about 350 
charges drilled into the con¬ 
crete structure. 

The layout of the charges 
was designed to allow the 
building to fall inwards to 
stop too much rubble and 
debris spilling outwards. 

A huge plume of dust was 
sent into the sky when the 
car park was brought down 
to gasps from those who had 
gathered behind cordons.

DUDLEY Council has been 
slammed by a watchdog for 
taking too long to deal with 
noise and pollution caused 
by a foundry and must now 
pay out £7,000. 

The authority “unreason¬ 
ably delayed” taking action 
over Caparo Aluminium 
Technologies Ltd in Wollas¬ 
ton, the Local Government 
Ombudsman has ruled. 

Locals won their three- 
year battle to get the 
factory’s work restricted in 
2010 when the council 
finally issued the firm with a 
permit restricting their 
work. The site closed shortly 
after, with bosses saying 
they could not stick to the 
new rules. 

Residents, many of whom 
are elderly, claimed noise, 
foul smells and sand blew 
over their homes from the 
plant. The ombudsman Dr 
Jane Martin has ordered the 
council to pay £250 compen¬ 
sation to the complainant 
and each of the 27 house¬ 
holds affected after being 
found guilty of maladminis¬ 
tration.

There are about 400 exhibits on 
show, including replica equipment 
used to weigh luggage made by 
Smethwick-based W&T Avery Ltd at 
its Soho Foundry in 1911. 

There will be pictures of safes, 
made by Bilston’s Thomas Perry & 
Son plus a plate featuring the 
Thomas Perry & Company logo, like 
the ones that would have been fixed 
to the safes. 

The safes would have been located 
on the sea deck and used to keep 
first-class passengers’ valuables 
secure.

Care Home which in my opinion raises 
serious doubts on the impartiality of 
Age UK Dudley to organise this consul¬ 
tation process. 

The position in Dudley at present is 
most of the public support keeping 
open NBH Care Home including the 
health service, churches and other 
political parties, so where does that 
leave the Conservative controlled 
cabinet of Dudley Council?

£120,000 flood works 


A £120,000 scheme to stop 
flood water gushing into 
homes on a Halesowen 
estate has been completed, 
environment chiefs con¬ 
firmed. 

Around 30 homes in Grange Cres¬ 
cent were affected in two major floods 
within three years, prompting pleas for 
action. 

Midlands Regional Flood and 
Coastal Committee and Dudley 
Council agreed to help fund the works. 

Higher flood walls have been created 
by the Environment Agency to with¬ 
stand water levels during rain surges. 

The banks of the River Stour have 
also been bolstered after temporary 


running repairs were made two years 
ago following floods in 2007 and 2009 
and another near miss. 

Environment Agency bosses admit¬ 
ted the threat of flooding still remains 
but said they had done what they could 
to “reduce the risks”. 

Agency project manager, John Hed- 
derman, said: “I am delighted the 
Grange Crescent flood scheme is now 
complete. 

Environmental 

“Not only will it reduce the risk of 
flooding in the area, but has the added 
benefit of environmental improve¬ 
ments for the local community.” 

The northern entrance to the 
subway off Great Cornbow has also 
been improved with a more open 


approach allowing better views into 
the subway making it safer. 

Dudley Council director of urban 
environment, John Millar, added: 
“Working closely with the Environ¬ 
ment Agency has allowed us to imple¬ 
ment long-planned improvement 
works to the subway. 

“We are delighted the work has 
improved the appearance of the area 
and reduced flood risk.” 

Native hardwood oak and ash trees 
have been planted along the river as 
they are slow growing and unlikely to 
fall and block the waterway in heavy 
storms. 

Fruit trees were also selected and 
planted offering all round variation in 
colour and blossom in the spring. 


Fifth of pupils miss out 
on their prefered schools 


ALMOST a fifth of pupils in the region 
missed out on their first choice of second¬ 
ary school this year, figures show. 

Statistics from the Department for Edu¬ 
cation revealed 18.7 per cent of 11-year- 
olds in the West Midlands failed to get a 
place at their first preference, with three 
per cent failing to receive an offer from one 
of their top three preferences. 

Across Staffordshire 93.7 per cent of 
youngsters received a place at their first 
choice, with a total of 6,970 applications 
made in the county. 

In Wolverhampton, there were 2,521 
applications made, with 79.7 per cent 
getting their top choice. 

In Dudley, 87.8 per cent of youngsters 


got into their first preferred school. A total 
of 3,258 applications were made. While in 
Walsall, 75.2 per cent got their first choice 
and 2,976 applications were made. 

The number of youngsters getting their 
first choice in Sandwell was slightly lower 
at 72.8 per cent. There were 3,500 applica¬ 
tions made. 

Nationally, statistics showed 14.7 per 
cent of pupils failed to get a place at their 
first preference. 

Meanwhile, 4.1 per cent did not receive 
an offer from one of their top three pre¬ 
ferred schools. 

In total, around 74,000 children missed 
out on a place at their first-choice second¬ 
ary school, the figures show.

DIGGERS have ripped through 
the rooftop car park of Stour¬ 
bridge’s Crown Centre as demoli¬ 
tion work continues to change the 
face of the town centre. 

These latest pictures show machines 
making quick work of the demolition. Piles 
of dust and rubble have been mounting up as 
workers smashed through the roof into the 
upper floors of the building. 

The centre’s tower where shoppers used 
to access stairs and lifts has been cut away 
from Bell Street after bridges were disman¬ 
tled. 

Heavy blocks of concrete have fallen to the 
floor where motorists once drove down New 
Road outside the multi-storey car park. 

But these are gradually being moved as 
the machinery moves through the Crown 
Centre building where weddings once took 
place in the town’s register office. Now large 
sections of the concrete wall of Bell Street 
car park near the Crystal Leisure Centre 
have been removed. 

Construction firm Bowmer and Kirkland 
have erected security fencing around both 
buildings as part of the works. 

They plan to blow up the ailing car park 
early next month to make way for a new £50 
million Tesco redevelopment. At this stage 
in the project demolition work is being 
carried out on Sundays to reduce disruption 
to the town. Stourbridge Library and the 
town hall can only be accessed via Crown 
Square while the work is carried out. A new 
entrance to the library and town hall will 
soon open along Smithfields, off Market 
Street.

History can be found 
right under your feet 


HISTORY is all around us; 
buried beneath our feet, 
sewn into the fabric of our 
buildings and landscape 
and woven into the her¬ 
itage of our towns. 

Blink, however, and you may 
miss it. 

Some of the region’s most impor¬ 
tant monuments are hidden, seem¬ 
ingly invisible, within our everyday 
surroundings. 

One such scheduled monument is 
the Lime Kilns at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

Completed in 1842, the kilns 
were in use until 1926, burning 
limestone quarried from beneath 
Dudley from nearby Castle Hill and 
Wren’s Nest. 

Mel Weatherley, museum head of 
learning, said: “Massive quantities 
of limestone was quarried during 
the Industrial Revolution, supply¬ 
ing the iron and steel industry with 
flux to separate the gangue from 
the molten ore. 

“This left the ground laced with

caverns, the most spectacular being 
Seven Sisters.” 

Impressive 28ft chimneys topped 
the shafts and kilns, belching out 
continuous plumes of smoke, 
adding to the plague of fumes which 
gave the Black Country its name. 

The kilns were filled with alter¬ 
nate layers of limestone and coal. 

Small wagons transported the 
raw materials around the top of the 
kilns and the shafts were loaded 
through doors in the base of the 
chimneys. 

A winding gin stood on top of the 
kilns and raised the raw materials 
delivered by the canal boats in the 
basin below. 

Mel said: “Quicklime and lime 
dust were dangerous to work with. 
Despite wearing gaiters for protec¬ 
tion and cloth wrapped around 


their hands and faces, many lime 
burners sustained terrible injuries 
to their eyes and skin. 

“In 1849 Lord Dudley built a hos¬ 
pital (which later became the Guest 
Hospital) for the care of lime 
workers blinded at his works. 

The industrial might of the 
region was felt the world over. 
From ornate gates created for the 
Royal House of Sian to the con¬ 
struction of the Ibi-Gawa Bridge in 
Japan - the region’s manufactur¬ 
ing industry made its mark. 

Its success lay in its geological 
wealth and the mettle of its people. 

So next time you take a stroll - 
keep your eyes peeled. The past 
surrounds you but it can slip by in 
an historical blink of the eye!

Barbara Round, a 59-year-old domestic 
cleaner from Banklands Road in Dudley and 
a grandmother-of-two, said a supermarket 
would be a boost for the town. 

She said: “I think it’s great because so 
many shops have been shutting down. I 
don’t think there will be any issue with the 
Burnt Tree Tesco nearby because shoppers 
want choice. All we’ve got in Dudley at the 
moment is banks and charity shops so this 
would be a major boost.” 


Cheaper energy call by MP

Scrap dealers will have 
to provide fingerprints 


SCRAP metal sellers in the West 
Midlands will be made to provide 
their fingerprints as part of a pilot 
project to tackle soaring metal 
thefts. 

Dudley has become the first place in the 
country where scrap dealers have been pro¬ 
vided with record books and ink pads. Signs 
are now being installed at scrapyards letting 
people know that if they want to sell metal 
they will be asked for their fingerprints. 

The aim is to make it easier for police to 
trace anyone thought to be trading stolen 
metal. If the scheme, being run by West Mid¬ 
lands Police and Dudley’s community safety 
partnership, Safe and Sound, is successful, it 
will be rolled out wider. 

Metal thieves across the region have tar¬ 
geted schools, churches, war memorials and 
businesses, causing damage and loss running 
into hundreds of thousands of pounds.

“It sounds like a simple measure, however 
such information will prove hugely useful 
when investigating metal thefts in the area as 
the fingerprints will offer a significant line of 
inquiry if the stolen item is recovered.”

£3.8m scheme will put 
down new road surface 


ROADS around Wyre Forest will 
be resurfaced as part of a £3.8 
million improvement scheme 
aimed at reducing the number of 
potholes in Worcestershire. 

Around 350 routes will be repaired during 
the programme of surface dressing work 
announced by the county council. The work 
will get under way on April 14 and will con¬ 
tinue until August. 

Council chiefs have warned there will be 
some disruption while the work is carried 
out but efforts would be made to ensure it is 
kept to a minimum. 

Councillor John Smith said: “This is the 
most extensive surface dressing programme 
we have ever undertaken and the invest¬ 
ment shows we’re as committed as ever to 
improving things for those using our roads. 

“What surface dressing allows us to do is 
catch a road halfway through its lifespan 
and give it an extension. 

“It’s something that has been used suc¬ 
cessfully for a number of years and it offers 
great value for money as catching things at 
this stage removes the need for even more 
costlier work in the future. 

“Obviously, as this work moves quickly 
around the county, there will be the poten¬ 
tial for some disruption. 

“But everything will be done to keep this 
to an absolute minimum and the great 
advantage of this type of improvement is the 
job gets done very quickly,” he added. 

Once work is completed drivers will need 
to drive with caution at 20mph over the sur¬ 
faces for the first 24 hours. Treated roads 
are then swept.

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Trial scheme could see 
driving tests reinstated 


DRIVING tests could return to 
Kidderminster three years after a 
centre was controversially 
closed, a Government minister 
has revealed. 

Roads Minister Mike Penning said a trial 
scheme to hold tests from council buildings, 
hotels and leisure centres could be extended 
to the town. Suitable test routes and loca¬ 
tions for bases will be looked at. 

More than 1,700 people signed a petition 
to retain a centre in the Wyre Forest district 
after the Driving Standards Agency said 
Kidderminster’s building in Castle Road 
needed costly repairs and did not suit 
modern day needs. 

But it shut anyway in 2009 and learners 
have since had to use the facility in Lower 
Gornal instead. 

Mr Penning said Kidderminster, 
Droitwich and Bromsgrove were now being 
considered to take part in the trial in 
Worcestershire, with a view to it becoming 
permanent. He said the Driving Standards 
Agency would look at suitable routes and 
locations in the towns. 

Wyre Forest district councillor Julian 
Phillips said: “This is a welcome announce¬ 
ment for not just me, but all those driving 
instructors, learner drivers and the rest of 
the community who backed our campaign in 
2008 and 2009. All our efforts were not in 
vain.” 

Wyre Forest MP Mark Gamier added: “I 
have been lobbying the minister since the 
election to restore testing in Wyre Forest.”

SOME rooms stand out in a house 
and it’s all down to little touches 
that make all the difference. 

Complete with decorative details, 
such as mirrors, artwork, cushions and 
books, these rooms add a touch of class 
to any home.

• Stand back and try to see your pos¬ 
sessions as a visitor would. It will help 
you re-evaluate them with a fresh eye. 

Take some photos of your rooms, as it 
will make it clear which objects are 
working for you, and which aren’t. 

• Use collectables - with a few pieces 
of decorative china or old photographs, 
or more planned with objects carefully 
gathered over the years. Consider 
whether items can be grouped together 
and look for themes to unify them. 

• Less is more - rotating displays 
occasionally and moving familiar 
objects into different rooms will 
instantly refresh them and the space. 



Experiment 

• Don’t overlook perfect display 
spaces like mantels or occasional tables 
which can be dressed with a 
“tablescape” of collected objects that 
have some link, whether in colour or the 
material in which they’re made.

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Better bathroom but

A WELL-DESIGNED bathroom 
can add significant value to a prop¬ 
erty from both a lifestyle and finan¬ 
cial perspective and it needn’t cost 
you a fortune.

Time to brush up on 
home maintenance 


WHEN the summer arrives its 
time to do some very important 
maintenance checks around your 
property. 

Maintaining your home before 
things go wrong is the best way of 
ensuring that your property stays in 
top condition in the cheapest way. 

It is so much simpler to keep things 
well maintained than to be in a position 
where you are constantly repairing. 

The emphasis is on painting and dec¬ 
orating in the summer, but other jobs 
like replacing guttering, damaged 
through the bad months, or patching 
render and brickwork joints are best 
carried out in warmer conditions. 

GUTTERING 

If the guttering needs any replace¬ 
ments or cleaning this should be done 
first to stop dirt and debris falling onto 
other areas you have just decorated, 

When removing rotten cast iron 
gutters you will need help since the 
lengths are heavy and it is not safe just 
to let it break apart and drop to the 
ground. Scrape facia downpipes with 
care and wear eye protection. When the 
old gutter is cleaned away, replace, 


repair and paint any fascia boards and 
soffits. 

DECORATING WALLS 

AND WOODWORK 

Take care when working on ladders 
and access equipment. Make sure all 
step ladders are fully opened. Never 
lean stepladders against the wall to 
work from. Do not work alone on a high 
ladder. 

Start cleaning walls and windows 
from the top. Preparation is the key to 
good decorating of any kind and it is 
false economy to paint over old surfaces 
without proper preparation. The paint 
will peel and crack in no time. A coat of 
masonry paint will not fill cracked 
render or cover mould growth. 

To clean render effectively, a clean 
wall downpower washer can be used 
with fungicidal wash, removing any 
mould growth. Make good any cracks or 
holes and remove any loose material. 

Walls must be sound before painting. 
Tap the walls as you go listening for any 
‘hollow’ sounds as this means that the 
render has come unstuck from the 
masonry and should be replaced. 

The major problem with cracked or 


‘blown’ render is that water will get in 
behind it and cause damage and damp 
problems so be vigilant. Remove as 
much debris as possible with a wire 
brush then apply stabilising solution to 
allow a good key for the masonry paint. 

On already textured walls, smooth 
masonry paint should be used but if you 
want to apply a texture, then textured 
masonry paint can be used. Both 
usually have a 10-year guarantee if 
painted on to a properly-prepared 
surface. Do not paint when the sun is 
hot, the paint dries quickly and the 
edges will show when you stop. 

DECORATING TIMBER 

Painted timber should be washed 
down first to remove dirt. If the paint is 
still keying well there is no need to 
remove it but it should be rubbed down 
with a fairly fine grade sandpaper to 
remove a little of the shine. If the paint 
is not perfect, it is best to get back to a 
sound surface and start again. This can 
be done by using a paint stripper or a 
heat gun. 

After sanding down or stripping, the 
surface should be wiped over with 
white spirit. Make good any defects 
using a heat gun filler and where any 
rot is present it should be cut away. The 
remaining wood should be treated with 
wood preserver and the gaps and holes 
filled with external wood filler. If you 
have had to strip back to the wood you 
will need to prime the timber surface. 

The primer should be followed by an 
undercoat, then a top coat. Varnishing 
timber after sanding should be done as 
soon as possible to protect the timber. 

CRUMBLING BRICKWORK. 

If the winter’s freezing weather has 
caused the surface of the exposed brick¬ 
work to crumble and become unable to 
resist the ingress of moisture, it is 
important to seal them. Make good any 
defective pointing and seal.

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Growing show giving a chance 
to grab a slice of the good life

d quality of their food as well as looking to save on 
their shopping bills and improve their diets, DANNY 
FARRAGHER looks at a snow which is tapping into 
this movement to get back to nature 

PEOPLE from all over the Midlands eager to 
learn more about growing, making and pre¬ 
serving their own food found a utopia at The 
Edible Garden Show’s latest offering. 

It brought together the practical and the fun of being the 
master of your own cabbage patch. 

Whether you wanted to find out more about growing your 
own fruit and vegetables, baking your own bread or produc¬ 
ing you own honey there was something for every taste at 
the show in Stoneleigh Park, Warwickshire. 

It’s only the second year this homage to the “Good Life” 
has been running but already the visitor numbers have 
grown from just over 10,000 in its inaugural year to more 
than 13,000 over the weekend of March 16-18. 

Slice 

The show is well on its way to establishing itself as a 
premier agricultural show, but with the exception of con¬ 
centrating on the little people who want to have more 
control over where their food comes from and over the 
quality. 

Show director Bev Channell said: “This is only our second 
show but clearly the gardening world has become engaged 
with The Edible Garden Show and we have now established 
ourselves as a must-see event for all those people looking for 
a slice of the Good Life.” The national show, which has now 
expanded its base over two halls, has already pulled in some 
big names and sponsors who are committed to the ideals of 
growing your own food. 

These include TV chefs John Burton Race and Rachel 
Green, who gave cooking demonstrations in the cookery 
theatre and authors and broadcasters Pippa Greenwood, of 
Radio 4’s Gardeners Question Time and Paul Peacock. 

The range of more than 170 exhibitors covered every¬ 
thing from growing your own fruit and veg, to brewing your 
own beer which is enjoying something of a renaissance. 

You could see making and taking part in baking your own 
bread, keeping bees to produce your own honey and looking 
after livestock such as hens to provide fresh meat and eggs. 

John Burton Race said: “I think this show is absolutely 
fantastic. 

“It really is fun, they’re a great crowd here and it is very, 
very busy. 

“It’s good synergy for me because most of the customers 
grow their own; they’ve got little allotments and smallhold¬ 
ings and raise their own livestock. “What I’m trying to do at 



the show is some dishes with ingredients that they possibly 
grow and give some ideas. 

“The feedback has been wonderful.” 

Although there is a serious side to The Edible Garden 
show is it a family event with a massive amount of free 
parking. 

Along with the exhibitors there are craftsmen and women 
showing the traditional skills. 

There were activities for the children to get involved with 
such as making candles from beeswax, live animals they can 
get close to and pet and a tidal wave of information about 
being more self-sufficient. 

The three-day spectacular will return to Stoneleigh Park 
next year from March 15-March 17.

THE MAKING of Harry Potter 
tour at the Warner Brothers’ 
movie studios in north 
London takes visitors behind- 
the-scenes to see the actual 
sets, costumes and props 
used in the eight movies 
about the boy wizard. 

This is not a theme park, despite the 
hefty £83 price tag on a family ticket, 
but is a day out that dedicated Potter 
fans will remember at what is in effect 
a museum of Harry Potter artifacts. 

On the site of a former Rolls-Royce 
aircraft engine factory near Watford, in 
two massive sound stages co-incidently 
named J and K in an accidental 
homage to author JK Rowling, is the 
world’s greatest collection of Potter 
memorabilia. This ranges from the 
iconic sets for Hogwarts Castle’s Great 
Hall and the bizarre shops of Diagon 
Alley, to countless snitches, goblets, 
swords and paintings that seem 
crammed into every corner of these 
super-sized warehouses. 

Pre-booked 

The tour is already proving phenom¬ 
enally popular. Tickets must be pre¬ 
booked online at the website 
www.wbstudiotour.co.uk or via the 
approved tour operators. Visitors are 
then given a specific tour time. Each 
party will be limited to 100 so fans get 
to see the displays close up. 

The prices, £28 for adults and £21 for 
children (five to 15), have not put off 
the fans with April already set to be a 
sell-out with up to 5,000 visitors per 
day. The walking tour, mostly self- 
guided, takes three to four hours. 

After introduction films, the screen 
lifts to reveal the huge gothic doors to 
the impressive Great Hall. Inside visi¬ 
tors can see grafitti carved by the Hog-

warts ‘pupils’ on the huge wooden 
tables, character costumes and the 
house points bead system which is said 
to have caused a bead shortage when 
installed in the year 2000. 

Beyond the hall, visitors can peer 
inside Hagrid’s Hut, the Weasley’s 
kitchen complete with magic appli¬ 
ances, Dumbledore’s office, the 
Gryffindor common room and boys’ 
dormitory, including Harry’s supris- 
ingly tiny bed - apparently, as the 
actors grew older they were filmed so 
we couldn’t see their feet hanging over 
the ends - and Professor Snape’s 
potions classroom. 

Everywhere the Potter fanatics can 
make gleeful discoveries, such as the 
Mirror of Erised, Goblet of Fire, the 
Philosopher’s Stone and horcruxes 
which contained evil Voldemort’s soul. 


This area also shows how green 
screen technology made it appear 
Harry and co could ride their broom¬ 
sticks and - here’s the really great 
thing - you get to have a go and see 
yourself on screen soaring over Hog¬ 
warts and Tower Bridge. Unique sou¬ 
venir photos are available, from £12 for 
one to £20 for the full set of four. 

The most monumental displays are 
from the Ministry of Magic, including 
the massive Soviet-style ‘Magic is 
Might’ statue and the London Under¬ 
ground-like architecture from the min¬ 
istry, plus Professor Umbridge’s pink 
and gilt confection of an office. 

Between the sound stages is the back 
lot where Privet Drive can be visited 
with the triple decker Knight Bus 
parked nearby beside Hagrid’s motor¬ 
bike and sidecar and the famous flying 
Ford Anglia. You can view the only 
section of the Hogwarts Bridge whilst 
sipping a sickly sweet Butterbeer. 

In the next building an onscreen 
Warwick Davis shows how the special 
effects experts brought the fantastic 
beasts and monsters of the films to life 
in The Creature Shop, where Aragog 
the giant spider lurks beside were¬ 
wolves, elves, goblins and an interac¬ 
tive Buckbeak the Hippogriff. Then its 
on to the atmospheric Diagon Alley and 
through the art department to a mag¬ 
nificent scale model of Hogwarts Castle 
built for the first film, Harry Potter and 
the Philosopher’s Stone. 

The gift shop, where souvenirs range 
from £3.95 for a lollipop to £495.95 for 
a replica set of Professor Dumbledore’s 
robes, is massive. 

Warner Bros Studio Tour London is 
at Leavesden near Junction 20 of the 
M25, easy to reach from the West Mid¬ 
lands via the M40, A41 and Ml. There 
is free parking. There is a shuttle bus 
from Watford Junction rail station.

Drop-top Mini is most selfish ever but so stylish 


WHO said greed was bad? 
Doing the right thing is 
usually shorthand for being 
selfless and putting the 
needs of others first. 

But at what point do you get to do 
something for yourself? This logic 
applies as much to cars as it does to 
where you go on holiday. 

Happily, Mini can now help you 
treat yourself with the most selfish 
Mini to date - the Roadster. 

It’s not really selfish of course; it’s 
just biased towards the needs of the 
driver and possible passenger, as this 
is the first two-seater drop-top Mini. 

It’s not the only Mini with a folding 
fabric roof of course, as there’s been a 
Mini Convertible from the first gen¬ 
eration model. 

But that car is based on the hatch¬ 
back while the Roadster is based on 
the Mini Coupe, which makes it 
something of a different animal. For 
starters, the lack of a fixed metal roof 
may give it the edge over the Coupe in 
some people’s eyes - whether roof up 


or down, the Roadster is a pretty little 
thing and the typical Mini styling 
cues translate well to the open-air 
shape. 

Like all Minis, there’s an element 
of choosing your own style, with 
colour and wheel combinations 
having a big impact on the overall 
look. 

But it has a pert rump, chrome 
rollover bars and clean lines where 
the roof folds away, and therefore 
most people will find it ticks the box 
marked ‘attractive’ right from the off. 

Losing seating for two in the back 
might seem like a significant sacri¬ 
fice, but if you can live with that then 
the upshot is more boot space. A total 
of 240 litres of storage is on offer in 
the rear compartment, regardless of 
whether the roof is up or down, and 
behind the seats there’s a through- 
loading facility, the kind of practical¬ 


ity you don't really expect from a car 
like this. In the cabin there’s not a 
huge amount of storage space for odd¬ 
ments, but you can reach into the 
back without any fuss. 

The same goes for the roof mecha¬ 
nism. Whether you opt for the 
manual or semi-automatic roof 
option, folding or raising the roof is 
the work of a moment. 

Raising the roof requires you to 
reach behind to mechanically release 
the roof from its stowed position, but 
you should soon be able to do this 
without looking. The extra-lazy 
among you will appreciate the elec¬ 
tric assistance. 


Popular 


Under the bonnet the Roadster 
comes in four flavours; Cooper and 
Cooper S, Cooper SD and John 
Cooper Works, but it’s the Cooper S 
which is likely to be the most popular 
petrol option. 

With 182bhp and 1771b.ft of torque 
(with an overboost facility up to 
1921b.ft), it gets along as smartly as 
you would hope. 


In fact the linear delivery of the 
engine almost disguises how fast it is; 
it revs keenly and without any power 
peaks, then you look down at the 
speedometer and realise just how 
quickly it has accelerated. 

There’s also a pleasing, purposeful 
noise coming from the exhaust - well 
short of raucous or loud - but enough 
to remind you this is a car designed 
for fun. 

The theme continues when you hit 
the first bend. All convertible cars are 
compromised to a degree by the 
absence of a metal roof holding them 
together, but in truth the only time 
you even notice is if you slap into a 
particularly bad bump at speed. 

The rest of the time the Mini Road¬ 
ster displays all the vim and enthusi¬ 
asm of its siblings, turning in keenly, 
gripping strongly and encouraging 
you to exploit its abilities. 

Yes, in ultimate terms the Coupe 
would offer a purer drive, but on the 
one day of the year that mattered, 
you’d miss the 100-odd days of sun¬ 
shine-bathed, roof-down motoring. 


What makes all this fun even more 
pleasurable is that you don't have to 
sell your soul to do it. 

The list price is not insignificant, 
but neither is it expensive for a two- 
seater roadster with a powerful tur¬ 
bocharged engine. 

It’s also only £600 more than the 
less pretty and less fun Convertible. 


But with a combined fuel economy 
figure of 47. lmpg and C02 emissions 
of 139g/km, it certainly doesn’t cost 
sports car money to run. 

Although, like all Minis, resisting 
the temptation to make it uniquely 
yours will be hard to resist. 

Good luck keeping your sensible 
head on.

Tame surrender from

ALBION displayed plenty of 
aggression at Goodison Park on 
Saturday. 

Unfortunately for the travelling support¬ 
ers who made the trip to Merseyside, 
Everton weren’t the ones on the receiving 
end. 

Peter Odemwingie’s petulant squabble 
with Hawthorns team-mate Ben Foster 
created an unseemly image by which 
Baggies fans could remember an otherwise 
drab day on Merseyside. 

Yet it probably won’t be the picture that 
most angers Roy Hodgson. 

The Hawthorns head coach will be more 
concerned by another insipid display from 
his team, whose impressive season is in 
danger of petering out into a damp squib of 
a finish. 

Hodgson, his staff and his players bristle 
at suggestions a handy advantage over the 
teams embroiled in the real relegation scrap 
has blunted their competitive edge since 
three fabulous wins propelled them to a 
position of relative safety. 

Weight 

But their promises that they will not ‘ease 
up’ in the season’s home straight would 
carry much more weight if they could back 
up the words with actions. 

Saturday’s dire defeat on Merseyside was 
the latest in a short series of displays that 
have lacked even a fraction of the urgency 
and zest that helped them deliver stunning 
successes against Wolves and Sunderland 
and a landmark Hawthorns victory over 
Chelsea. 

Even a horrendous sequence of results 
between now and May is unlikely to see 
Hodgson’s men dragged back into the 
bottom three. 

It would be hugely unfortunate, however, 


if a campaign that has brought so much evi¬ 
dence of real progress at The Hawthorns 
was to end with Albion and their fans 
looking nervously over their shoulders, 
especially when they were eyeing a real 
chance of a top-10 finish just a few short 
weeks ago. 

Hodgson will know, though, that perform¬ 
ances like Saturday’s are a sure-fire way for 
his team to make hard work of reaching the 
40-point mark that remains their minimum 
requirement for the year. 

Foster and Odemwingie’s head-to-head 
clash was the most animated the Baggies 
became during an afternoon when, despite a 
couple of moments of genuine misfortune, 
they never looked in the mood to blow an in¬ 


form Toffees side off course. 

Hodgson’s own part in the disappointing 
day is impossible to ignore completely. 

For all the denials from the boss and his 
players, the inevitable speculation over his 
future career plans cannot be anything 
other than a distraction for a team he has 
moulded so skilfully into a coherent Premier 
League unit. 

And his desire to test the depth of his 
squad during what remains of the season 
has brought a series of experiments in 
recent weeks that appear to have desta¬ 
bilised a side that had built up a real head of 
steam. 

Another raft of changes and a surprising 
switch of system on Saturday cannot have 


aided the quest to restore some attacking 
cohesion. 

Yet ultimately it is the players themselves 
who have most questions to answer. 

After a bright enough opening 15 minutes 
of shadow boxing at Goodison Park, they 
rarely threatened to land a blow once their 
hosts increased the tempo of a largely for¬ 
gettable contest. 

And defeat always looked on the cards 
once two unlucky breaks midway through 
the first half left them playing catch-up. 

First, Gareth McAuley’s attempted block 
on 18 minutes turned into a decisive deflec¬ 
tion that sent Leon Osman’s 20-yard shot 
past a helpless Foster to give David Moyes’ 
men the lead. 

Then, 10 minutes later, a rare moment of 
promise from the visitors ended with Chris 
Brunt’s goal-bound effort striking team¬ 
mate Shane Long and bouncing to safety 
after Paul Scharner had seen his initial shot 
parried by Tim Howard. 

The Baggies’ next-best opening saw Long 
denied the chance to head home Liam 
Ridgewell’s cross by Leighton Baines’ fine 
interception, but Foster also had to rescue 
his side with a save to keep out Marouane 
Fellaini’s shot. 

The subsequent ear-bashing for 
Odemwingie was an early sign of their 
discord. That would eventually boil over, but 
not before Victor Anichebe wrapped up the 
points for Everton midway through the 
second half. 

The Nigerian substitute was given all the 
time he needed on the edge of the box to 
blast home his side’s second. 

Foster made another smart save to deny 
Steven Pienaar, and another routine block 
with five minutes remaining sparked his 
spat with Odemwingie. 

The clash at least suggested that the 
afternoon’s events had hurt Hodgson’s 
men. But their fans would have liked to see 
that a little sooner and a little more often.

ALBION are hoping to steal a march in the 
summer scramble for new signings by 
making a bid for Rangers forward Steven 
Naismith. 

Stories from Scotland claim the troubled Old Firm club’s 
administrators have rejected an opening offer from the 
Baggies for the 25-year-old. 

Hawthorns chiefs have been alerted to Naismith’s poten¬ 
tial availability on a cut-price deal because of the financial 
chaos engulfing Ibrox. 


Naismith, who is cur¬ 
rently sidelined by a cruciate 
knee ligament injury but 
expects to be fit for the start 
of pre-season training, can 
play as a central striker or as 
a wide midfielder. 

He is among a group of 
Rangers players who negoti¬ 
ated cut-price summer 
release clauses in exchange 
for taking huge pay-cuts 
when the Glasgow club went 
into administration last 
month.
